Colonel Roosevelt had this to say: 


"The anti-trust law does good in- 
sofar .as it can be' Invoked against 
combinations which really are mo- 
nopolies or which restrict production 
or which artificially raise prices. But 
Insofar as1 Ita'-workings are uncertain 
or as It threatens corporations which 
have not been guilty of • anti-social 
conduct, It does harm. ' TMere should 


a-fixed governmental policy which 
.11 clearly define and punish wrong 


aTjing and give in advance full Infor- 
mation to any man as to Just what he 
can and Just what he cannot legally 
and properly do." 


' 
FIT TO RULE. 


As to the fitness of the American 


people for self-government, Colonel 
Roosevelt said: 


"Jinny eminent lawyers believe that 
the American people are not fitted for 
proper government and that it ts 
necessary to keep the judiciary 'inde- 
pendent of the majority of tho people.' 
I, take absolute issue with all those 
who hold such' n,.position."- 


Of 'the recall of judges he said: 
"The question is one of eipcdicncy 
.merely, liach community has,the right 
to try tho experiment for itself In 
whatever shape it. pleases. I do not 
believe in adopting the recall cavo ns 
a last resort, 
when it has become 
clearly evident that no other'course 
will achieve the desired result." 


PRAISES LA IX3I/LETTE. 


Senator La Foiiette was mentioned 
but once as follows: 
"Following Senator lot Foiiette a 


number of practical morkers and 
thinkers in Wisconsin have 
turned 


that state into an experimental labo- 
ratory of wise govern mental action In 
old of social nnd industrial justice. 
They have initiated.that kind of pro- 
gressive government which means not 
only the preservation or true Democ- 
racy, but the extension • of- the prin- 
ciple of true Democracy into Indus- 
trialism, as well as into politics." 


Colonel Roosevelt said In part: 
"I hold Jt 'to be the duty of every 
public servant and of every man who 
in public or In private life holds a 
pomliun ol leadership !r. thought or 
action to ende'avor honestly and fear- 
lessly to guide his fellow countrymen 
to right decision; but I emphatically 


t dissent from the view that it is1 either 
' wise or necessary to try to devise 
methods which, under the constitu- 
tion, will automatically prevent the

paiks was called to. discuss the. recom- 
mendation made by the board of education 
to the city Vouncll that 20 acres of Lake- 
side park be devoted to lha use of the 
schools as a site for a group of build- 
ings to b<j a. .combined centralized high 
school. The question was. to be argued 
pro and con, but when the session.was 
actually called to order there Was no 
argument.* The proponents of the scheme 
became gllimt.

Ac- 
tidn by tha Initiative or referendum 
ought not to t>e th* normal way of 
legislation, but the power 10 take It 
Should be provided in the constitution, 
so that If the representatives fall truly 
to represent the people Oft Boms mat- 
ter of sufficient importance to «ouse 
popular interest, then the people shall 
have in their hands the facilities to 
make good the failure. 


'And i urge you noi. to ir.> t</ put 
constitutional fetters on the legisla- 
ture as so many constitution makers 
have recently done. Such action on 
yduf part would invite the courts to 
render nugatory every legislative act 
to better social conditions. Give the 
leglsldture an entirely free hand, and 
theft provlae by the initiative and ref- 
erendum that the people shall have 
t>ow*f to rfffem or supplement the 
work of the legislature should it ever 
become necessary.

The names com- 
poaing the general Grand Jury venire for 
thd current year have already been de- 
posited under seal and await the court's 
6rder *o be drawn, Judge Ellsworth has 
not yet given any Intimation as to when 
ttw, next jury will be drawn, but In any 
event the time Is short.

conducted the Grand Jury Into court to- 
day and the proceedings were brief ana 
business like. Judge Ellsworth received 
tha CsaJ report from 'Foreman Henry W. 
McDonald and after reading It, dismissed 
the juror*.

USE OF AUDITORIUM IS 


TOPIC OF BIG MEETING 


Child's Welfare League Points Out Bene- 


fits to Be Derived From Building 


The uses of Oakland's new $500,000 


municipal auditorium were the subject 
of a mass meeting held under the aus- 
pices of the Child's Welfare League la-st 
night In Chabot Hall, 
Eleventh 
and 


Grove street. 
The meeting, which was 


largely attended, was presided over by 
Miss Besslo J. Wood, vice-president of 
tha Welfare League, and among the reg- 
ular speakers were Calvin M. Orr, presi- 
dent of the Board of Education J. J. 
Ponovan, architect In charge of the coi- 
struction of the new city hall auditorium 
and school buildings; Rev. A. W. Palm-r, 
pastor of the Plymouth Congregational 
Church, and Kenneth F. Millican, mem- 
bar of the Progress and Prosperity com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce. 


The occasion for the meeting- was ex- 


plained by Miss Wood as being the san- 
tiraent of the League members that tho 
new auditorium, to be erected In the 
vicinity of Lake Merritt, is tha property 
of all the citizens of Oakland. 


In a few opening remarks, she said: 
"Tha League feols that tha auditorium 


should be of use to all the people, and 
should especially be of benefit (o the chil- 
dren of the city. It Is our idea '-hat tha 
play spirit Is one of great Impoi^ance tn 
the welfare of the child and that the au- 
ditorium should be made the center fcr 
such activity. We have called this meet- 
ing to learn the sentiment of the fathers 
and mothers of the city on tho uses to 


ders in the upbuilding of the city. An 
auditorium with accommodations for sev- 
eral thousand and several conventions 
each year will mean our hotels filled and 
our community advertised abroad. I be- 
lieve the hall should be arranged to seat 
In the neighborhood of 15,000." 
Elaborating on the Importance of an 
auditorium as a center for Instruction and 
amusement for the children. Rev. A. W. 
Palmer, pastor of the Plymouth Congre- 
gational church, whose congregation lias 
just completed a recreation building In 
Plymouth Center, was the next speaker. 
He advocated the use of such a structure 
for a public skating rink, , for dances, 
moving picture entertainments, a gym- 
nasium, swlinmlne pool and other equip- 
ment of a social center. 


IMPORTANT SENTJMENT. 


The speaker continuing said: 
"The playground sentiment is one of 
the most important o£ the day, and our 
new auditorium should be further utilized 
for such purposes. The proper care and 
development of the youth of or cities 
through play is something of vital impor- 
tance to the future of the nation and 
everything we can do to interest and 
amuse the children while at the same 
time benefiting them should be done." 
J. J. Donovan, consulting architect for 
the new building, in a few remarks ex- 
pressed the desire of the designers of the 
building, 
to hear and 
incorporate the 
ideas of tha public, so far as possible, 
in the construction of the building. 
He 
declared the plans for the building were 
as yet so very indefinite that he was un- 
able to outline any determined points in 
its construction. He expressed himself as 
having heard with much interest the sug- 
gestions made by tlie speakers and his

T. Baccus last night, with the result 
hat no changes were made in tha plan.

was introduced and given its first read- 
ng at the regular session of the City 
ouncil this morning. 
The reorganisation plan has been un- 
fier consideration for several months and 
was work«J out by Baccus and the civil 
service board 
On a general plan out- 
Ined, 
City Attorney Ben F. Woolner 


•was requested to draw the necessary 
ordinance to put tho i eorgarilzation into 
effect. 
The ordinance as presented was sub- 
mitted to Commissioner Baccus early 
his week, but was not introduced yes- 
?rday, as Baccus decided that he wished 
o take up certain points with the civil 
iervice board. 


DISPUTE OVER DOUAN. 


The most important difference between 
he ideas of Baccus ana those of the 
board was In the matter of the position 
if "William Dolan. chief assistant dep- 
uty superintendent in the street de- 
partment 
Baccus maintained that De- 
an should not be required to take an 
lamination for the corresponding po- 
iition in the reorganized department, as 
le considered the duties of the new po- 
Ition but little different from those now 
performed by Dolan. 
President of the Civil Service Board 
Harrison S. Robinson explained that un- 
der reorganization this position would 
come under the 
maintenance depart- 
ment, and would Impose duties requiring 
ome technical knowledge. Baccus con- 
ceded the point after going over the 
plan in detail. 
A second minor conflict arose over the 
request made by Baccus for a raise of 
25 a month salary in the position of 
nspector of machine sweeping. On the 
explanation that the duties Imposed were 
of a less exacting nature than those 
of the offices receiving the higher sal- 
ary this point was also allowed to stand 
as formerly agreed upon. The third mat- 
er had to do with the transfer of Toney 
Mazzlottl from the street department to 
that of the city auditor. 
It was agreed 
that if the duties as city messenger 
remained the same he would not have 
o take an examination. 


SAVING EFFECTED. 
It is estimated that tha reorganization 


of the street department will save the 
city between ?8000 and 
$9000 annually 
n salaries. 
The reorganization makes 
a distinct line of cleavage between the 
>ermanent construction and maintenance 
division of the street department, and 
•srlth-ihis as the mist general basis of 
classification, systematizes 
the various 
classe? of work and establishes grades in 
salarle and expertness In the Interests 
of efficiency. 
Reorganization by the ordinance Intro- 
duced today will discontinue about twen, 
ty positions In the street 
department, 
and creates nine new ones.

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Playing Tricks With Bond Money. 


The sudden eagerness to consolidate the manual training \vith 


the classical department of the high school,_or rather to combine 
the polytechnic school with the central high school, suggests a 
pertinent inquiry. No one denies that the present location of the 
central high school is undesirable by reason of its proximity to the 
business district, which is growing around the school grounds at a 
rapid rate. But all this was known when the. last school bond 
issue was voted. The schooj must stay where it is until another 
site is purchased and funds provided for a new building. 


Here is where an inquiry suggests itself. It is a question touch- 


ing the good faith of the school board in dealing with the 
money voted at iac, last bond election. The sum of $600,000 was 
voted expressly to purchase a site and erect and equip a building 
for the manual training school. An advantageous site in an ideal 
central location is offered the'city for $40,000. Allowing $60,000 
for equipment, there would remain $500,000 available for-erecting 
the building. For this sum a magnificent edifice can be erected. 


But is it proposed to carry out the plan presented to the voters 


when the bond election was held? Is not a studied effort being 
made to divert the money voted for the manual training school to 
anoth'er purpose? Is not the desire to use this money—a portion 
of it at least—for the central high school at the bottom of the sud- 
den anxiety to remove the central high school from its present 
location? What else is the meaning of the proposition to make 
the manual training school a tag, tail, pendant or auxiliary of the 
classical department unless it is to find an excuse for taking the 
money voted for the polytechnic school and appropriate it for the 
central high school? Does not that explain why there is such re- 
luctance to decide upon a site for the manual training school? 


The people voted that $600,000 for a special pyrpnse. They did 


not vote it to build a new high school, but to buy a site and erect 
and equip a building for the manual training schopl. Why is not 
the people's wish carried out? Because a devious and insincere at- 
tempt is being made to defeat the purpose expressed at the polls; 
because Superintendent John W. McClymonds would like to skin 
the manual training school of its appropriation to aggrandize the 
classical department. Mr." McClymonds has no sympathy with in- 
dustrial and vocational training, and has continually insisted upon 
treating the manual training school as the idiot or cripple in the 
family of schools. He is now scheming to deprive it of the money 
voted to adequately house and-equip it. 


• That is'the motive behind the attempt to grab Lakeside Park 


and the plan to consolidate the manual training school with the 
classical departmerS.

that it emanated not far from the Outlook office in New York City 
It is one of the devices employed to work up a "spontaneous call' 
from the people to Theodore Roosevelt to again take the reins o 
government. .As this anonymous document, with the bogus dis- 
patch' accompanying it, is being circulated under false pretenses i 
is not entitled to any consideration other than the light it throws or 
the furtive methods by which the Roosevelt candidacy is being 
urged. 
" ' 


In the slang of the day, it is plain bunk, and very cheap bunk a 


that. It is, a feature of campaign promotion of the most discredit 
able type, since it shoves out anonymously campaign matcria 
offered-for gratuitous publication under false pretenses. 


It is an anonymous cry to the people to rally around Roosevelt 


who is, of course, serenely unconscious of the scheme to bunco th 
public into the belief that the republic is in imminent danger anc 
Roosevelt is the only man who can save it. Of course there is no 
such imminent danger any'more than there is a "spontaneous call' 
from the people for Roosevelt to lead them against the snares anc 
perils which surround them. 


In 1880 it ,was said there .was a spontaneous movement fo 


f>»nt'<* rrnomination. but it was machine made, as events subsc 
quently proved. The spontaneous Roosevelt movement is equally 
machine made, a carefully %vorkcd-up scheme of political promo- 
tion pushed along by all the devious arts that veteran politicians 
can devise and employ. It is as spontaneous as the combustion 
'of a gaslog and as radiant with glow and purity as-foxfire in a 
miasmatic swamp. 


The Stockton Independent argues that a high assessment and a

Trust Laws of New Jersey. 


In a recent address he delivered in New York, Mayor Gaynor 


gave Woodrow Wilson a shrewd thrust. He pointed out that prac- 
tically,all the big trusts in the country are operating under a New 
Jersey charter, and remarked that the corporation laws of New 
Jersey had been under the fire of criticism from the press and the 
jench for,;years. Nevertheless these obnoxious laws sheltering the 
trusts are'still on the statute books notwithstanding Dr. Wilson's 
election, as Governor. No attempt has been made to repeal or amend 
them during Wilson's administration. Wilson has attacked the 
trusts on the stump, but he has not recommended that the New 
Jersey Legislature enact laws "to bring them under wholesome re- 
straint and deprive them ofithe extraordinary privileges they enjoy 
under the corporation laws of New Jersey., The Sugar and Standard 
Oil" Trusts have been broken up by the courts, but straightway the 
Legislature of New Jersey (Wooduow Wilson being Governor) 
passed a statute enabling corporations to unite and become a busi- 
ness unit, just as the Sugar and Oil Trusts were. Said Mayor 
Gaynor: 


"The device of that statute is very simple. It allowed corpora- 


tions to be created to own the stock of any number of other corpo- 
rations. We have become used to calling such a corporation a hold- 
ing company. It owns and holds the stock of other corporations. 
Both the Sugar corporations and the Standard Oil corporations 
availed themselves'of this statute. A Sugar corporation was formed J~-™ ^'me^"^ 
in New Jersey, and the stocks of all these sugar refining companies, 
hitherto for a time held by trustees, as I have stated., were transfer- 
red to it, in return for which it issued its stock to the stockholders, 
who thus surrendered their stock. In the very same way a new 
Standard Oil Company was formed under this statute in New Jer- 
sey, to which was turned over all the stock of the said Standard 
Oil companies. And in this way all of the Standard Oil companies 
were again massed as a business unit, and all of the sugar corpoia- 
tions were massed as a business unit. The courts had declared

Why did not Governor Wilson urge the Leg- 
islature to apply remedial icgisldliuu? is Llie question that naturally 
suggests itself. Why did he confine his attacks on the trusts to 
speeches on the stump in advocacy of his Presidential candidacy 
instead of attacking the laws creating them and shielding them 
from regulation? He has let the trust-breeding statutes alone while 
denouncing the trusts for political effect. He controlled the Legis- 
lature in the matter of electing a United States Senator, but made 
no effort to reform the corporation laws of his State, although their 
sinister operation has been notorious for many years. 


Of course Chester Rowell deserted La Follette the moment it be- 


came cviuciii LO him 
nomination. Likewise he will desert Roosevelt the moment he be- 
comes convinced the Colonel cannot win. Then he will turn up in 
the Taft ranks with the same noisy effrontery and swagger of moral 
superiority that distinguishes every crook and turn of his tortuous 
political course. 


"I stand by my friends," says Champ Clark in his letter declin- 


ing to enter the lists against William Randolph Hearst in Califor- 
nia.

When Timothy was informed that

cutor In the murder trial which be- 
gins next Monday morning before Su- 
perior Judge George Buck of. Red- 
wood City, he exclaimed that the son 
did not want justice for his father's 
death, or even revenge, but that he, 
the* prisoner, was be'ngr used as cap- 
ital in the financial aide or the situa- 
tionThe deceased left his widow just $1 
of his $170.000 estate, the whole of 
which Is practically bequeathed to the 
son.The probate matters in connection 
with the estate come up before Judge 
Buck on Saturday, March 2, when it 
Is assumed that a jury will have ren- 
dered a verdict In the murder trial.

Director 
Wilson was the first to speak, his 
address being as follows: 


"Personally, I have not felt inclined to 
moke a. statement at the, present time 
regarding the unpleasantness in school 
affairs, but in \lsw cf the fact that my 
friends, Mrs. Carlisle and Mr. Stern, de- 
sire to let the people hear both sides, I 
have concluded to state ray views very 
briefly. 
' 


"In the flfst place, this question of sei- 
ecting a school superintendent is not 
one for the people to decide upon. They 
have placed the matter in the hands of 
the Board. — in fact it is a state law, — 
thereby making tho board responsibla for 
the management of the schools. And' the 
majority members of the board, otter a 
careful consideration of »the "methors at- 
tempted and results obtained by the su- 
perintendent, are convinced that a. change 
is imperative. . 


DENIES FAVORITISM. 


"We have not pursued the customary 


policy of removing employes to moke 
way for friends and favorites. One gen- 
tleman deplores the possiblUty of larger 
democratic control by the school board. 
He is timid lest we return to the old 
ward system. He has failed to note that 
the city council has entire charge of mu- 
nicipal affairs, and yet has not returned 
to the ward system. 
He scornfully re- 
jects a democratic neasure with one 
breath and with the next ha threatens 
to employ the most democratic measures 
the world has ever known, namely the re- 
call. I have been advocating the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall for twenty. 
flva years, and I am willing to abide by 
the result of their exercise, 


INDEPENDENT ACTION. 


"I wish to state emphatically that we 


arrived at a decision regarding the ur- 
gency of appointing a new superintend- 
ent Independently and alone,- and when 
ths superintendent makes the unwarrant- 
ed charge against us to the contrary, he 
states- that which Is untrue, he clearly 
demonstrates that ha is morally unflt to 
shapa tlja 
system. 


"We have heard that certain policies 


were involved In this controversy, which 
Is no 'doubt true. -But what - kind . ot 
policies? There Is a policy which means 
prudence - and wisdom in the manage- 
ment of affairs. Is that the kind refer- 
red to, or is It a policy which represents 
management based', on -self "Interest as 
opposed to justice and equity? 


BELIEVES BUNKER SINCERE. 


"The superintendent claims he Is filled 


with a laudable ambition to serve the 
people, and, no doubt, he is sincere. Four 
thousand dollars a year is a strong In- 
centive to sincerity or to something that 
looks like it. If this tumult had not brok- 
en out so suddenly, it might have been 
avoided, because I intended to recommend 
a r»ductlon of the salary to three thous- 
and dollars a year, and I still shall rec- 
ommend that amount for his successor. 
"We aro not opposing that, which the 


gentleman tells us is his policy, but we 
ore opposing his real policy, which is 
arrogance -and extravagance. To offset 
this, I would submit that It Is the wish 
nf ttiA people to be represented by the 
board. If this is not true, the superin- 
tendent's office should be elective. I re- 
gret th« cost of an election In the UM 
of a recoil, but It is worth the price to 
ascertain whither the department is to 
be mf.nagsd by and for one man, or by 
and for the people. 
When any roan be. 


gins to think any Institution or any bus- 
iness, public or private, Is unable to set 
along without him. It is about time for 
him to ftclt his grip and steal away.'

The U. C. Officials to Send Out 


Warning and Method 


of Treatment. 


BERKELEY, Feb. 21—Within the next 


few days Dr. TV. A. Sawyor, head of 
the State Hygienic Laboratory at 
tho 


University of 
California, will send 
to 


most of the health offcers of the State 
a letter calling attention to the danger 
from rabies, rapldlv becoming epidemic 
In San Francisco, and to tho method of 
treating supposed cases. The increasing 
number of cases of the disease, which 
has led to tho plan of quarantining the 
east bay cities against 
San Francisco 


doss, has also alarmed the 
State 
Hy- 


gienic Laboratory, and knowledge of the 
case Is to be widely disseminated, 


According to Dr. Sawyer tlva out of 


six cases, presented to the laboratory for 
examination from San Francisco, have 
been absolutely- determined to be cases 
of the.dread disease. 


"That rablea Is only a hot weather dis- 


ease has been proven untrue, especially 
In this State," declared Dr. Sawyer today, 
"At the State Hygienic Laboratory we 
have had ,the heads of more dogs sub- 
mitted during the month Just 
passed 


than ever before in the laboratory's his- 
tory; and this is a cold "weather month. 


"A larse measure of safety m y be 


sained by this sid« of' the bay through 
a quarantine of San Francisco dogs. 
It 


may have to be made more extensive than 
this to keep out doss from other parts of 
the State as well, but most of the Indi- 
cated cases of" rabies havo been In San 
Francisco. It may become necessary la- 
ter to muzzle all dogs, and if that time 
comes, It will hardly do to let sentiment- 
ality of any kind pro'vent'tha passage of 
the necessary ordinances."
